2. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-11, 13-15, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Madden. 

Madden discloses a nozzle arrangement for a gas turbine engine comprising: 

a) an exhaust nozzle; 22,24 

b) a shroud with an 4,6,8, 1 0 
exit aperture; and 

c) duct means. 25,26 


3. Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows. 

It is argued that portions 6, 8 do not constitute a shroud for the exhaust nozzle 22, 24. In 
response the term shroud is defined as something that covers or protects. Clearly walls 6, 8, and 
10 act to both cover and protect exhaust nozzle 22, 24. It is further argued that flaps 22, 24 that 
make up the exhaust nozzle always extend beyond the exit plane of shroud 6, 8, 10. This is not 
convincing. Lower flap 24 is located upstream of the exit plane of the shroud (see fig. 1) and 
upper flap 22 can be moved to a location upstream of the exit plane (see fig. 3). With regard to 
the arguments that the exhaust nozzle is not translatable between first (exit plane upstream) and
